London, Jan. 23.—In the South Af­ 
rican 
governments’s 
announcement 
that it has been found necessary to 
resort to conscription for the raising 
of an additional army against the in­ 
surrectionists, 
some 
German 
and 
Dutch papers find hints that the sit­ 
uation in South Africa is more seri­ 
ous than has been heretofore admit­ 
ted. 
A later dispatch from Pretoria an­ 
nounces that Classes I and 2 of the 
National Reserve in the whole of the 
Transvaal have been called out, ex­ 
cept in the W itwatersrand area and 
in tile northwest. The dispatch states 
that all citizens between the ages of 
17 and 45 not serving in any other 
portion of the defense force may be 
-called upon. 
The official communique from Pre­ 
toria is not of an alarmist nature, 
and frankly states the reasons for re­ 
sorting to conscription. 
The com­ 
munique says: 
“In dealing with the rebellion the 
government did not rely on volun­ 
teers alone, and, although the rebel­ 
lion has been suppressed, it is clear 
that, if the rebel leaders in German 
Southwest Africa succeed, tile situa­ 
tion may again become acute. 
“The 
government 
consider 
they 
would not be justified 
in 
relying 
wholly upon the voluntary principle 
to ward off the danger which threat­ 
ens every citizen of the Union. 
In 
view of the danger of invasion, it 
will bo necessary to employ much 
larger forces than at first intended 
in order to destroy the enemy and 
rebel forces, so that they may never 
again menace the peace of South Af­ 
rica. There can, therefore, be no dis­ 
tinction between guarding the bor­ 
ders from invasion and the preven­ 
tion of invasion by dealing with the 
enemy beyond the borders. 
The gov­ 
ernment considers that the burden of 
this effort should not he borne en­ 
tirely by those who volunteered their 
services. 
“Another reason for not relying on 
the voluntary principle is the attitude 
of Hie rural population. 
There is a 
very large section 
of 
the 
Dutch 
speaking community with the 
most 
excellent military qualifications and 
war experience, who 
are 
perfectly 
ready to give their services iii freeing 
South Africa from the 
menace 
of 
German militarism, but who have a 
fundamental prejudice 
against 
the 
principle of 
volunteering; 
shortly, 
their attitude is that if the govern­ 
ment require their 
services, 
they 
should commander them.
